The tremolo at 
the'drum or rattle-was to express tha 
awe and trepidation felfc when ap- 
proaching the supernatural, or when 
invoking the aid of the occult powers, 


The flageolet was a rather rude m- 


gtroxnent, having a. range limited to 
eight or ten notes in the toeble ^clef. 
Owing to the lack of me«*»a««"1 «•- 
curacy in its manufp^ure, this range 
Taried with every, instrument as did 
also the qnali«?'«ia 'al116 °* the ton€1 
relations. 
*H*«rfc seems to have been 


oniv or* requirement ef the maker— 
nani«ly. *h** when the flagelet was 
blown with all the six holes stopped 
there should be strong vibrations in 
the tone produced. This instrument 
was used exclusively for solos by the 
'oang men of the tribe, and, in spite 
of th.» inaccuracies of pii<!h arising 
rom its imperfect eou?truetion. some 
of the melodies composed for it are 
not -without hints of beaaty.— Journal 
of American Folk

Sheep -Without Wool. 


The principal kind of meat con- 


sumed by the people of Arabia, both 
mtive and foreign, is the mutton of 
,he Somali, or blackhead sheep, and; 
no mattar by whom eaten all pro- 
nounce it the best mutton ever tasted.'; 
The sheep, as its name indicates, is 
•rom the Somali country on the Afri- 
can coast. These sheep have no wool, 
but short fine hair, similar to that of 
the dog. 
The most peculiar thing 


about them is that they have a large 
lump of pure fat growing right at the 
root of the Uil, and this fat varies in 
size and weight according to the con- 
dition of the sheep. A medium-sized 
lump of this fat weighs about four 
'pounds. Such a sheep which weigh* 
•from thirty-aye to forty pounds, is 
•mid at from four to fiva rupees 
(eighty-Sv* cents to $1.05).
